My five-year-old Seal Point male had a respiratory infection 
about two years ago. Since that time he has had a white spot on 
his face. What can I do to bring the color back? He also suf- 
fers from stud tail. I give him no fatty foods at all, but it per- 
sists. Also, this boy has snored ever since his illness. Can that 
be corrected?

The appearance of white hairs in Siamese during or after an 
illness can be caused apparently by some of the antibiotics or by 
disturbances in the body while ill. The addition of vitamin E 
might possibly help. The use of a urinary antiseptic may help 
relieve the “stud tail”. Snoring is probably due to a sinus or 
upper respiratory condition similar to asthma. There are a num- 
ber of drugs which will help alleviate this. 


Bridget has a boil on her chin. My vet calls it a sebaceous cyst. 
He opened it and took out a lump of cheesy matter the size of 
a large pea, but it exudes more or less blood and pus from time 
to time. The doctor says it has roots and cannot be removed 
surgically because of its location, nor can it be bandaged. Also, 
she licks off any ointment.

This kind of condition is more annoying to the owner than to 
the pet. There is no, or very little, sensation of soreness or pain 
with this swelling, but it does look terrible. Usually the swelling 
will persist for a while and then slowly go away only to recur 
again and again. It is similar to a cyst in formation, but I have 
never observed any serious consequences from it. I usually try 
to keep the area clean by using any mild antiseptic.

What causes my cats to pass bloody and loose stools and to 
regurgitate a brownish froth that seems to cause pain just before 
they throw up? My coon cat’s condition was diagnosed as severe 
intestinal infection, and the medication was acromycin capsules. 
She first seemed to respond, then grew worse and finally died in 
great pain. Just before the end she displayed the usual distemper 
symptoms. Two of my kittens died the same way. My old tom 
developed a condition wherein he painfully vomited, then went 
into a coma and passed away. The neighborhood is all alarmed, 
for many are losing their pets, and no one seems to know what 
to do.

To our great distress the infections which we deal with do not 
always follow an exact pattern. I would suspect that the basic in- 
fection is feline panleukopenia or cat distemper. Treatment with 
antibiotics would be indicated, and, of course, nursing care is very 
important. Vaccination is indicated, and even if the cats have 
once been vaccinated, another dose of vaccine would build up 
immunity to a maximum degree. STRICT SANITATION can 
never be overlooked. This does not mean a swish with a rag 
and some disinfectant, but good hot water plus disinfectant plus 
elbow grease and real scrubbing.

CAT FANCIER IN ART

Many artists specialize in one subject, 
portraits of children, ships, flowers, or the 
ocean. For Sally Kohl Bittenbender it is 
cats. 


“Ever since I was a little girl, cats with 
their grace, dignity, and independent spirit 
have fascinated me. That is how all this 
began,” said Sally, as she waved a hand 
around the cat-filled livingroom of her 
home in Huntingdon Valley, Pa. 

Paintings of cats hung on the walls. The 
piano and tables were filled with sculp- 
tured cats,-and curled up among them were 
her models—five handsome cats, four 
neuters and a spay—who graciously pose 
for Sally whenever she wishes. 

Her studio is the entire one-story, ranch- 
type home. “I find it best to work wher- 
ever my model is most comfortable and 
most likely to stay put,’ says Mrs. Bitten- 
bender, “but when I work with clay it is 
usually in the kitchen.” 

Some years ago Sally studied art. As 
she loved cats, it was natural for her to 
sketch and paint them for her own amuse- 
ment, never realizing where her hobby 
would lead her. 

Three years ago she began studying 
sculpture under Leon Sitarchuk, and soon 
she was exhibiting her paintings and win- 
ning acclaim from art critics and ailuro- 
philes alike. 

She now finds her greatest artistic out- 
let in sculpturing her four-legged friends 
in wood and clay. 

As the illustrations show, she has caught 
the fluid grace that characterizes cats in 
every move they make, whether sleeping, 
eating, wrestling, playing, washing, hunt- 
ing, or poised to pounce on a moving 
object. 

Sally exhibits her work at juried shows 
and galleries, with much of her work being 
on display at the Crest Gallery in the New 


Hope art community. The cat shows in 
the Philadelphia area, too, urge Sally to 
display her works as an added attraction 
at the shows. 

“I study continually to improve my tech- 
nique, and, believe me,I never lack models. 
Friends, neighbors, even strangers are al- 
ways calling me or coming here to ask me 
what to do for a sick or injured cat. They 
also bring me all the homeless strays that 
they find on their doorsteps,” the artist 
told us. Some of Sally’s present models 
came to her in this way. She just can’t 
desert a homeless kitty. 


One bitterly cold day, while shopping, 
Sally saw a clerk about to toss a tiny kitten 
from a store out into the street. She rushed 
up and scooped the kitten in her hands and 
tucked it under her coat. But her husband 
said, “No more cats!”, and remonstration 
with the clerk led only to the remark, 
“It's hung around here two whole days, 
and we're not going to have it any longer.” 

All through the ensuing argument with 
her husband, Sally held on to the kitten. 
Then having won as usual, little Cee Cee

“Tips to 
the Novice” 
by 
Blanche 
W. Smith 


The letter which follows first appeared 
in the September 1912 issue of The Cat 
Courier, one of the predecessors of CATS 
Magazine. Although it may have been 
written slightly tongue-in-cheek, it asks the 
same questions about raising cats which we 
breeders still are being asked. So I am 
using it as a fitting introduction to this 
article on the business side of cat breeding. 

To the Editor of the Cat Courier— 
Madam (the letter begins) : 

I am a young widow (not unattractive) 
living in a pretty suburb of New York 
City. I am most anxious to add to my 
income (living is high) by starting a cat- 
tery. I own a comfortable home with a 
large shaded yard and nearly all my life 
I have been fond of cats. As I under- 
stand the columns of your valuable and 
interesting—I might say “clever”—catty 
paper are open to all cat lovers, especially 
to amateurs and novices, may I trouble 
you to start an enthusiastic Fancier on the 
right road by answering the following 


questions? Which are the most profitable, 
Persians or Siamese? What is the dif- 
ference between Angora and Persian? 


What is meant by the vagaries of a visit- 
ing queen? I am told if I start a large 
cattery I will be happily employed and 
never know a dull moment. Is this so? 
If the profit derived from two queens is 
fifty dollars each a year, what will be the 
profit on ten queens? Is it absolutely 
necessary to feed chopped round steak at 
twenty-two cents a pound? Will stewed 
shin meat answer as well? Would you 
advise me to import and buy at the foun- 
tain head? Importing is expensive isn’t 
it? I haven’t very much money to invest. 
Which color is the most fashionable and 
which is the easiest to raise? To be a 
successful exhibitor and prize winner must 
you be a popular member of the club or 
entertain the judges? Can you sell the 
prizes if you don’t care to keep them? I 
suppose I would have no trouble in pro- 
curing first-class queens for a reasonable 
price as I notice nearly every male and 
female advertised seems to possess perfect 
points. Is it a wise plan to sell your kit- 

tens before they are born? 
Thanking you, I am, yours truly 

? 
Some of the terms in the letter may be 
a bit unfamiliar to today’s fanciers, but 
it’s surprising how little things have 

changed in the forty-eight years. 
Although questions like those asked by 
the young widow are still the most popu- 
lar with today’s young breeders, none of 
them really have a great deal to do with 
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THE “BUSINESS” OF 


whether or not the new breeder will be 
successful. The leading breeders, you will 
find, are those who have bought the best 
bloodlines in England and America and 
have combined them. They have fed their 
cats on good balanced diets, and have 
kept them spotlessly clean so that they are 
strong and healthy. And they have run 
their catteries and taken care of their 
business affairs in a businesslike manner. 

I have discussed good breeding, diet 
and health, and cattery cleanliness in pre- 
vious articles. All are of the utmost im- 
portance. But unless you are running 
your cattery solely as a hobby without re- 
gard to expense, you will find it impossible 
to come even close to breaking even finan- 
cially without applying good business 
principles to your cattery operations. 

First. I would say, never over-estimate 
the number of kittens you can sell. It is 
far better to have fewer than you need 
than to have kittens you have to practi- 
cally give away. So never breed your 
queen or queens more than once a year 
unless you are sure you can sell the kit- 
tens to good homes at fair prices. This 
will keep your queens in good health, and 
by breeding to fill your orders only, you 
will be sure of selling your little babies 
and will not be afraid of over-stocking 
the market. Don’t under any circum- 
stances breed your cats whenever they call, 
or let them run loose without paying any 
attention to when they breed. You can’t 
possibly get healthy kittens if your mother 
cat isn’t strong and healthy, and if she 
breeds two or three times a year, she'll 
be far too run-down to give you happy 
healthy babies. (1 know that there are a 
few exceptions—some queens must be fre- 
quently bred to keep in good health. But 
these are very rare, and you should follow 
such a practice only under the guidance 
of your veterinarian. ) 

Second. If you wish to sell your kit- 
tens, you must let people know that you 
have them. To sell your cats nationally, 
CATS Magazine advertising is the best 
way to let people know about you. Ship- 
ping is not difficult, and tens of thousands 
of cats are sold by mail every year. Your 
local newspaper is always a good way to 
contact buyers right in your locality, es- 
pecially for pet sales. Word your ad 
clearly so that people will know the breed, 
color, and so forth, and it’s always a 
good idea to mention that the kittens are 
housebroken and have good dispositions, 
if they do. If results don’t come in from 
the first try, don’t blame it on the news- 
paper—try again. You may have hit the 
wrong weekend the first time. Don’t price 
your cats too cheaply. $35.00 should be 
the minimum for kittens sold as pets. 
$50.00 should be your minimum for cats 
for breeding, and prices for show cats 
should start not lower than $100.00 with 
papers. You hurt only yourself if you sell 
at prices less than this. It costs at least 
$60.00 each on the average to bring your 
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kittens up to ten weeks of age if you really 
count all the costs, and if you sell for 
much less people will doubt that your 
kittens are purebred, or may think that 
they are not healthy. 

But if your cat mates to just any male, 
don’t sell the kittens for high prices and 
expect to have customers the next time 
you advertise. Give your customers just 
what they pay for—or at least, try to. 

Another very important thing. It 
won't do you a bit of good to advertise 
in CATS Magazine or anywhere else if you 
don’t answer your mail. I have a letter 
in front of me right now from a lady who 
says she wrote to ten advertisers in CATS 
enclosing stamped envelopes, and only one 
replied! You must answer your mail 
promptly if you want to sell your kittens. 
When someone writes you for informa- 
tion about your ad, you can be sure she is 
interested or she wouldn’t have bothered 
in the first place. Of course, you won't 
sell a kitten to everyone who writes you 
—you can’t depend on all the other ad- 
vertisers not answering their mail!—but 
those will be by far your most valuable 
leads if you take an interest in them. 

Third. If you sell your kittens out of 
town, be sure to get all the information 
on shipping before you make the final 
arrangements. So many people think that 
just because planes go to their city they 
can have kits shipped to them. But this 
is not always the case. Only certain 
planes will allow your carrier with a cat 
or kitten, and some allow only two animals 
per flight, so you must have this all ar- 
ranged, and your flight booked with the 
airline. 

Or, if you are thinking of sending a 
kitten by train—this again you must be 
sure of: you can not ship an animal on 
just any train, it must be one with a mes- 
senger on it to take care of the animals. 

The express company and airlines are 
always glad to give you full information. 
Just be sure you take the time to call 
them and arrange all details before you 
notify your customer when the kittens will 
be shipped. 

Here’s a little tip on shipping that will 
save you carriers and embarrassment. 
When I first started out, I would ship kit- 
tens in very nice carriers which cost about 
$12.00. But the customers would very 
seldom think about sending them back to 
me even when I requested it. They 
seemed to think they were included in the 
purchase price. Now, I hold the papers 
on the cat until the carrier is returned— 
this brings very good results. 

Tie water dishes and food to the out- 
side of the carrier with instructions on 
how the cat is to be fed, and inside the 
carrier place complete instructions to your 
customer on how to feed the kitten. This 
will insure that your little darling will not 
starve, or get a bellyache, or have to take 
a trip to the veterinarian just because she

HALF ANGEL, by Barbara Jefferis. Illus- 
trated by Charles L. Ripper. William 
Sloane Associates, New York. 126 pages.

Treat your customers the way you would 
want to be treated. If all breeders would 
only think of this we would have more 
pets sold to good homes and more young 
breeders in the Fancy. 

Fourth. Even though chances are that 
you will not make a profit as a cat breeder, 
you should keep records of your cats’ ex- 
pense and your sales so that you will be 
able to know how much they are costing 
you and whether you are improving as a 
businessman from year to year. (Don’t for- 
get to include the cost of the shows and 
travel and the proportionate share of your 
rent or housing costs.) 

If you are actually running your cattery 
as a business with the intention of making 
a profit, you are obligated to report any 
net profit as part of your income for tax 
purposes. In the same way, you are also 
entitled to show a loss, if any, and to take 
the subsequent deduction from your tax. 
Just be sure that your records are accurate 
and complete. 

Fifth. Always try to get to one or more 
shows each year and to talk to the other 
breeders and show your cats. This will 
help to keep up your interest, and if your 
cats win, you will know you are on the 
right track. If you lose consistently, you 
may ask the judge after the showing is 
over why your cat lost, and she will gen- 
erally be glad to tell you how or what 
you can do to improve your stock. But 
all you really have to do is to study your 
cats over carefully, then get out the rules 
and show standards—and if you look at 
your cats with an unbiased eye, you won't 
have to ask anyone else why they lost— 
you'll see it for yourself. 

Sixth. Be sure that your cats get all 
the necessary shots. Failure to do this 
could ruin all your dreams. If you ever 
have any serious illnesses in the cattery, 
always have the veterinarian come and give 
all your cats a complete check-up. 

Seventh. Don’t keep more cats than 
you can take care of properly. A dirty, 
smelly cattery will lose you friends, cus- 
tomers, and cats. 

We breeders raise cats first and foremost 
because of the joy it gives us to place a 
trusting, lovable, little ball of happiness 
in a home where it will both give and find 
love. And we live, too, for the excite- 
ment and fellowship, and friendly compe- 
tition of the shows. But most of us can 
keep enjoying these things only if we can 
successfully budget both our time and our 
money. That's why it’s important that we 
keep an eye on the “business” of running 
a cattery. Good luck to you!

She also advises that you 
can’t just sit down and paint a cat. You 
must live with one to catch its many 
moods, and to transfer them successfully 
into art you have to understand them. 

Both Mrs. MacKendrick and Mr. Hall 
are agreed that cats are psychic and 
“Nature’s best job so far. If the cat had 
only developed a thumb, humans wouldn’t 
have a chance.” —Jj. L.
